REQUEST FOR CHANGING THE ADDRESS AND REMAILING AND RESETTING

As explained in the REQUEST filed on February 17, 2006, after 
the present application was filed, the office name and address were 
change on May, 2004 based on the electronic list obtained from the 
Electronic Business Center of the Patent Office; on February 16, 
2006, upon checking the files, it was noticed that the address of 
the present application was not changed and the Office Action was 
mailed on October 3, 2005 to the old address; thus, the address of 
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the present case was changed to the new address, and request for 
sending the Office Action to the new address and resetting the 
Action was filed on February 17, 2006. 

However, as stated above, the request filed on February 17, 
2006 was treated as the non-reply to the Action, and the present 
application was abandoned.

Under the 
circumstances, it is not fair to abandon the application on the 
reason that the reply did not respond to the prior art rejection. 

Incidentally, the undersigned agent had one more case with 
exactly the same situation. A copy of the request is attached 
herewith. In this case, the request for re-mailing and re-setting 
the Action was granted without abandonment. 

The Notice of Abandonment is not fair decision. 

Please withdraw the Notice of Abandonment and issue the Action 
once again.
